I have  now  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1942  on 
the  Health  Conditions  of  the  Borough.  There  are  no  special  features  to  cominen 
upon.  The  amount  of  Infectious  Disease  was  small:  Influenza  appeared  in  the 
spring;  it  was  rather  mild;  no  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  it.  Whooping 
Cough  was  prevalent  during  the  first  two  or  three  months.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 

BIRTHS 

There  were  191  live  births  registered  during  the  year — 92  males  and  99 
females.  This  gives  a Birth-rate  of  17.1  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population — 
the  average  of  England  and  Wales  being  15.8.  This  is  more  than  in  1941  whec 
the  total  number  was  163.  There  were  8 illegitimate  births  (boys  5 girls  3)  none 
of  these  children  died.  There  were  9 still  births  registered  (4  male  and  5 
female) ; one  of  these  was  illegitimate. 


DEATHS 

The  number  actually  regi.stered  was  331.  From  this  must  be  deducted 
the  deaths  of  170  persons  who  belonged  to  other  districts.  On  the  other  side  we 
must  add  18  deaths  in  other  districts  that  must  be  ascribed  to  this  district,  as

There  were  234  deaths  in  Public  Institutions  in  the  district : — 210  in 
Bensted  House,  9 in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  and  15  in  the  Nursing  Homes.  There 
were  11  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  261  of  persons  of  the  ago 
of  65  and  upwards. 

The  result  is  a net  total  of  179  deaths.  This  gives  for  the  Borough  a 
Death-rate  for  the  year  1942  of  16,  which  is  above  the  average  for  the  whole 
kingdom,  which  is  given  as  11.6. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  11  (5  male  and  6 
female),  as  against  4 in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a ratio  of  57.5  per 
1,000  births,  against  24.5  in  1941.  The  average  for  the  whole  country  is  49. 

On6  illegitimate  infant  died  during  the  year.

In  addition  to  their  Transport  work,  the  members  of  the  Nursing  Division 
have  made  numerous  attendances  at  the  Hospital  and  the  various  School,  Welfare 
and  Maternity  Clinics  throughout  the  year  and  are  also  carrying  out  the  treatment 
of  Scabies  cases. 


MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

There  are  two  private  Nursing  Homes  in  the  Borough,  which  are  licensed 
for  the  reception  of  Maternity  Cases. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE 

This  has  been  established  for  some  years  and  is  held  at  the  Queen’s  Hall, 
twice  a week,  having  been  open  103  days.  Four  hundred  and  two  children  are 
in  regular  attendance  and  have  made  3080  attendances. 

An  Antenatal  Clinic  is  held  on  Tuesdays  and  has  had  a total  of  95 
attendances,  and  was  open  12  times.  Fifty-eight  mothers  attended.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  amount  of  Influenza  during  the  past  year  was  about  as  usual  and  of 
a moderate  type ; no  deaths  have  been  attributed  to  it.  The  total  number  of 
notifications  is  less  than  in  1941,  viz : 91  as  against  459. 

This  difference  is  due  to  the  epidemics  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
having  practically  disappeared.

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There  were  9 deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  5 deaths  certified  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis.  I received  during  the  year  9 notifications  under  Form  1,  and 
11  under  Form  2. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  Section  62. 

No  case  of  Tuberculosis  has  been  found  not  to  be  notified  : it  has  not 
been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  this  direction.  No  action  has  been 
taken  for  disinfestation  of  Bugs. 


ANTI'DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

As  susceptibility  to  Diphtheria  is  highest  in  the  early  years  of  life,  I 
must  strongly  impress  upon  parents  the  desirability  of  having  their  children 
immunised  at  the  age  of  one  year,  which  can  be  done  free  of  charge  to  them 
by  their  own  medical  men;  atteniion  has  been  drawn  to  this  through  the  School 
Teachers,  Health  Visitors  and  Welfare  Workers  and  by  distribution  of  leaflets  ; 
with  the  result  that  over  80%  of  the  children  have  been  immunised  and  the 
process  is  still  being  carried  on ; but  the  need  must  be  kept  before  the  public 
as  fresh  generations  of  children  come  into  existence. 

It  will  be  noted  that  only  one  case  was  notified  during  the  year  and  that 
in  an  adult  not  immunised.

Your  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 

Owin"  to  war  conditions  the  Minister  of  Health  has  again  intimated  that 
reports  shall  contain  only  essential  information.  I therefore  submit  the  following 
brief  report  covering  the  main  items  of  sanitary  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 


HOUSING. 

No  representations  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act  have  been  made 
during  the  j^ear.  One  house  in  North  Lane  (previously  represented)  has  been 
demolished  by  the  owners. 

Considerable  delay  has  been  experienced  in  complying  with  notices  due 
to  the  shortage  of  materials  and  skilled  labour.  In  consequence  of  this  no 
routine  of  inspection  of  houses  under  the  Regulations  was  possible  but  a number 
of  inspections  were  made  in  investigating  complaints,  closet  accommodation  and 
the  provision  of  flushing  cisterns. 

Twenty-four  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  usual  enquiries  were  made  in  connection  with  notified  cases  and  61 
rooms  disinfected  for  various  reasons. 


WATER 

Five  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  chemical 
analysis,  including  three  from  the  Public  Supply.  The  reports  shewed  the  water 
to  be  of  good  or  excellent  organic  quality.  In  addition,  six  samples  were  taken 
from  the  Public  Supply  for  bacteriological  examination,  all  of  which  gave 
satisfactory  results. 
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MEAT  AND  FOODS 

The  S5'stem  of  centralised  slaughtering  under  the  Government  scheme  has 
continued  to  work  satisfactorj^  throughout  the  year,  thus  giving  better  facilities 
for  meat  inspection  and  the  control  of  “ doubtful  ” animals.

664  inspections  were  made  at  the  slaughterhouse  and  356  inspections  were 
at  meat,  fish  and  other  food  shops. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  and  organs  surrendered  on  account  of  disease 
or  unsound  conditions  was  9.760-lbs.  Other  food  inspections  resulted  in  the 
surrender  of  canned  meat,  fish,  vegetables  and  milk,  also  eggs  and  other  foods 
amounting  to  6 000-lbs.  making  a total  weight  of  15,760-lbs. — over  7 tons. 

The  number  of  animals  found  wholly  or  partly  diseased  was  396,  while 
48%  of  the  total  weight  of  meat  and  organs  surrendered  was  on  account  of 
tuberculosis.
